Editor’s Note. are glad the opportunity presenting Father 
Martin’s ideas fostering vocations, and particularly 
conception vocation. Father Martin, who rector the 
Maryknoll Junior Seminary, Mt. Washington, Cincinnati, Ohio, has 
for several years been talking children and youths all parts 
the country this most important topic. The following part 
lecture which gave Sisters attending the Catholic Teachers 
College Cincinnati. 

Recently, and after this article was written, the Holy Father 
promulgated his encyclical The Catholic Priesthood. That inspiring 
document settles, once and for all, the question, “In what does 
vocation may seen that Father Martin’s statements 
are complete accord with the encyclical. 


Part One. What Vocation Consists 


ERY little has been published the important 
subject Vocations. While the best theological 
sources will used here background the 

statements made, not the purpose enter into dry 

and technical discussion any disputed details. 

Perhaps the first thing considered might what 
vocation not. Due lax phraseology and pious emo- 
tions, many persons have come the conclusion that 
vocation consists some almost visible sign from heaven. 
One might led believe that God calls child His 
service miraculous way, that some night angel 
might even stand, amid glowing light, the foot the 
youngster’s bed and solemnly pointing his finger the 
enraputred youth, declare awesome tones “You have 
vocation.” 

accordance with the suggestion made friends and 
teachers “pray that you may know your vocation” many 
young folk spend years awaiting definite sign from 
Almighty God. true that the word vocation comes 
from the Latin word vocare, which means call,” but 
that fact reason for child stand still life with 
one ear cocked for the expected summons. 

God the author Order. His first law. orders 
the seasons the year, maps the mathematical courses 


the heavenly bodies, designs the family patterns 
leaves, establishes immutable laws everywhere. 
not asking too much, then, suppose that calls young 
men and women His service orderly manner and 
not hit-or-miss sort fashion. ought not expect 
God work miracle every time summons servant 
His royal household. should not require private 
revelation individual prompting from Him, who has 
planned the orderly unfolding the centuries. 

the science the soul, any other science, can 
discover certain laws and from them make certain deduc- 
tions. This not the place prove our statements with 
lengthy syllogisms, but perusal canon law, the cere- 
monies ordination, and the decisions the congrega- 
tions the Church, leave little doubt the character 
real vocation.* 

speaking vocations, refer here that phase 
the calling which has with the youth before enters 
the seminary. His continuance the house studies and 
his call orders the bishop are the crowning flower- 
ing that which call vocation this article. far 
the youth who striving find his niche life con- 
cerned, vocation the priesthood consists the equip- 
ment for that life. boy provided with the implements 
for the holy work, may rest assured that being 
called Almighty God.

driver, not exclaim “Here comes the can 
have fair certitude that carpenter. Likewise, the 
youth before equipped for work priest, may 
sure that God calling him. the other hand, part 
the equipment missing, may equally certain 
that God not summoning that particular laborer into

tools necessary for the work. God not cruel Master 
who would expect servant labor without the proper 
implements. 

The holiness the aspirant important boy who 
not above average goodness should not encouraged 
but holiness not definite sign vocation. 

would seem that the best minds the Church are 
agreed that vocation, refer here, consists 
equipment for the priesthood, and that the equipment 
comprised three things; namely, health, mental ability, 
and aptitude. 

Few persons realize that good health important 
factor the make-up aspirant the priesthood. 
God does not provide youth with general good health, 
not supplying him with invitation priest. 
general good health meant that the candidate should 
free from serious and chronic organic disorders. The 
condition known “frail health” might prevent the boy 
from entering one branch the priesthood, but not 
another. Major health troubles preclude the thought the 
priesthood. Gross disfigurement, some crippled condi- 
tion, might possibly interfere with the lad’s acceptance 
Church superiors. These questions, however, can settled 
easily competent medical and ecclesiastical authorities. 
Almighty God has not provided the youth with sound 
body and general good health, safely may assumed 
that had intention calling the boy His temple. 

The mental equipment candidate for the priest- 
hood must the very best. America has passed out 
the period when almost any willing boy was encouraged 
take the burdens and benefits the priesthood, re- 
gardless his mental capacity. Experience has proved the 
truth the rule, that mental ability above average nec- 
essary the the exception such that the 
Curé d’Ars remains very much the exception. 

should not thought, for moment, that unusual 
mental ability sine qua non the priesthood. has 
been noted that brilliant priest can lack holiness. Martin 
Luther was not dullard. 

The mental equipment for the 
priesthood consists ability which 
would graded generally good. 
The boy who receives his 
grades, when the passing mark, 
will, the completion his course, 
graduated, but such record not 
sufficient for candidate the 
priesthood. this connection, 
taken for granted that the marks are 
the best that the boy can achieve. 
true that lad who has study 
the dining-room table, surrounded 
clamoring brothers and sisters, the 
midst syncopated radio program, 
cannot apply himself the extent 
quiet house studies. However, 
when honest doubt exists about 
boy’s mental qualifications, should 
remembered that all cases per- 
taining the priesthood, the service 
God should receive the benefit 
the doubt. 
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lad who has above his studies certainly fulfills 
the requirements. His grades might hover around the 
mark one two subjects, but doutbful one who 
habitually the 70’s should encouraged. the other 
hand, care must taken avoid using scholastic stand- 
ings the only gauge for the priesthood. Holiness more 
important the combination holiness with mental ability 
the ideal which must sought. 

Besides general good health and above-the-ordinary 
ability study, the vocation consists apititude. 
difficult define aptitude accurately, except say thai 
the facility for doing the work priest. Georg: 
Wilson John Jones says himself, don’t know much 
about the priesthood, but know something the life 
Father Blank, and from what know think that 
could that work well any other.”

important that these three factors health, menta! 
ability, and aptitude kept mind those persons 
who have the opportunity guide children along the 
walks life. child lacks any one the three, 
should not encouraged priest. can repeated 
that case doubt, the Church should always given 
the benefit. 

Throughout these comments the vital question 
vocations, nothing has been said about the desire being 
priest. true that many persons who have the equip- 
ment for the priesthood, likewise have the strong urge 
within, but equaly true that some who, un- 
doubtedly, are called, have not that emotional feeling 
and that many these, therefore, reduce that they 
have calling. 

Some authorities have said that 
person who has the equipment might 
even have distate for the priesthood 
and yet called, but that theory 
open question. Suffice say that 
vocation considered from the view- 
point the aspirant, consists the 
three things mentioned. Whether 
not the subject follows his calling, 
his authorized superior, has nothing 
with the essence his vocation. 


are concerned, before encouraging the 
youth necessary for them only 
learn whether God has provided the 
requisites for His service. These three 
things being present, the youth has 
vocation the common sense the 
word.

Dr. Linus Bopp’s Liturgische Erziehung has just been 
translated Albert Schimberg and being published 
significant book time when the teaching the liturgy 
receiving such special attention. observe carefully 
our school practice and efforts promote religious piety, 
must note that there very grave danger that the 
liturgy will not only diluted the translation into 
practice, but may actually dissipated shell with its 
life gone, meaningless routine, empty formula. sen- 
timental and romantic attachment the liturgy not 
substitute for knowledge and appreciation it, nor are 
pedagogic devices, however modern, surety making the 
individual active participant the vital processes 
the liturgy. Hence the very great importance the present 
work. 

The best way indicate the general scope the book 
quote from the end the historical introduction 
which deals with children’s participation the liturgical 
life the Church from primitive times the “Children’s 
Eucharistic Springtime” under Pius Dr. Bopp says: 


The soul child-training, including the religious aspects it, 
plainly liturgical training. The word has, sure, double 
meaning. One may understand mean training know and 
appreciate the liturgy; and likewise, training through the liturgy. 
shall consider both these meanings, and must accord- 
ingly discuss first the spirit and characteristics the liturgy, 
secondly the elementary principles education, and finally the 
connection liturgical data and the educational re- 
quirements, with view training through the liturgy and train- 
ing know and appreciate the liturgy. 


The discussion the liturgy itself this book, helpful 
and marked insight is, not our special concern 
here. Our special concern here the teaching the 
liturgy. And this connection necessary say that 
many teachers not have the penetrating insight into the 
sacrificial the transforming character the liturgy that 
pointed out this first section, nor they see the 
liturgy mirror Catholic philosophy. For such teach- 
ers the book should very helpful indeed. 

There is, however, one striking aspect the discussion 
the liturgy its social effects our actual society that 
worth commenting on. That the consecration labor 
the liturgy. With confused voices telling the meaning 
the great labor encyclicals Leo XIII and Benedict 
XV, and with labor organizations seemingly instruments 
primarily economic warfare instead moral forma- 
tion individuals, the view Dr. Bopp should arrest our 
attention: says significantly 


have seen how life itself unified and shaped the liturgy. 
But vocation and work, rank and station, also, become prayers. 
This indicated the sacraments matrimony and holy orders 
regard the two chief states life. For other outstanding 
walks life the Church has special solemn consecrations, for all 
Vocations, for all labor, only not wrong itself, only 
serve the whole Kingdom God some manner, 
capable and willing undergo consecration. 


And how significant are these words written 1929 
the light our American experience since 

Now this the great cultural calamity today, that far 
the vast majority men must toil produce and increase sub- 
ordinate values while viewing with misgivings our whole scheme 
social culture; nay, even desiring its collapse because they 
imagine that from its chaotic ruins there will arise new, more 
beautiful, and more equitable world. But such condition 
affairs the most valuable work motives and the most effective 
vocational ideals are lost. The evil caused the lack 
all-inclusive, all-embracing Weltanschauung which would give the 
manual worker the consciousness that even his humble toil need 
not prevent him from serving the things the highest value with 
his soul; realization which would equip him employ his soul 
directly for the syperior things while indirectly building toward 
the same high plane with his hands.* 


The liturgy then considered against the background 
the conflicts and antithesis contemporary education 
with its need for value-conceptions, the meaning life, 
and for adequate philosophical background. Under the 
conditions, conscious, systematic training becomes Sis- 
yphus task, becomes the author’s significant phrase, 
gamble. For one child will helpful, for another harm- 
ful. the discussion proceeds, the author finds himself 
coming into collision with this “oppressive gambling, ex- 
perimental character The becomes 
great importance the limitations our school methods 
appear, and come recognize the need for grace and 
for the co-operation and stimulus others. 

This discussion leads later several significant points: 

That the conflicts that appear irreconciliable the 
pedagogy the day become reconciliable the Christian 
philosophy life concretely realized and actually lived 
the liturgy the Church. 

That though the primary service the liturgy 
giving glory God, succeeds remarkably while doing 
that, the educational function forming man. 

That the training the child “fostered very effi- 
caciously when the works upon the child the 
same spirit does the method-training, the more when 
the home and the school co-operate for the welfare the 
child. The family must begin the liturgical education the 
child and must later continue and advance constantly 
co-operation with Church and school. This particularly 
necessary regard Eucharistic 

will well suggest here some the ideas which 
you can read more fully the text: the scale values 
made actual the liturgy, how training for citizenship 
and for world peace, are helped and sanctified, how women 
are given “transfiguring how men (mankind) 
are impelled upward, how and why they cannot achieve 
the fruits the liturgy themselves, and what the real 
significance that “incorporation the individual into 
the heart-to-heart intimacy the sublime Body Christ.”

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Need say, too, that method spiritual hygiene, 
way spiritual health. 

The liturgy fact the basis all genuine education. 
Certainly all religious education must culminate, its 
religious and character aspects, knowledge and appre- 
ciation the liturgy and the living the liturgy. 

Without entering into the specific suggestions the 
book, may well note significant discussion the 
general problem teaching religion. The fundamental 
purpose emphasize again. 

But Christianity above all else concerned with redemption 
from guilt and sin, and the liturgy there streams forth un- 
ceasingly the waters forgiveness and atonement, new birth 
and renewal spirit, restoration and reformation. For this 
reason meet often the most ancient sacramentaries such 
expressions these: renovare, innovare, restituere, reformare, 
reparare, restaurare, instaurare, regenerare, 

this connection there very intelligent discussion the 
tendency intellectualize our teaching religion the 
past. 

The divorce religion from the life and daily interests 
the child has the same effect the similar isolation 
other subject matter from the life the child. becomes 
and offensive.” And explains that disgust 
with religious instruction which too often find chil- 
dren. the explanation Archbishop McNicholas’ sum- 
marizing the worst taught subject 
our schools.” 

When the child was close contact with home and com- 
munity, and these agencies were formative the life 
the child through his participation life and training, 
the “school could limit itself intellectual clarifica- 
tion and ordering that which children had already 
learned, and could attempt rapid transmission new 
knowledge.” But the family failing perform this func- 
tion and the community filled with alien and destructive 
views. The school must assume these functions. will need 
give continued clear ideas. will need give correct 
notions; will need give the intellectual content re-

What the Catholic School Can Provide 


Discussion here becomes difficult, not because fail 
understand the responsibility that the Church, through her 
diocesan schools, has toward her exceptional children, but 
rather because realize the tremendous differences be- 
tween dioceses scattered through densely populated areas 
and most sparsely settled regions, between dioceses em- 
bracing the financial centers the country and dioceses 
forced struggle for the bare essentials missionary 
work among their people. evident that plan can 
satisfactory for all dioceses. may, however, pos- 
sible offer suggestions that weigh not only present con- 
ditions, but the developments the next decade when our

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ligion. shall have furnish the basic experience and 
training which the home and community formerly sup- 
plied. must find the proper place for the intellectual 
element the total training the child. 

must not, the other hand, merely stir the child 
unless give him correct conceptions. “Nothing 
feared more than heart religiously aroused, conjunc- 
tion with darkly bewildered head.” But head and heart 
must together religious training. Our failure here ex- 
plains the situation seemed often shocked at: 
Catholics who received ample religious instruction but 
display, nevertheless, the crassest ignorance. the 
failure their case that the liturgy can correct pro- 
viding for harmony between religious instruction and 
religious experience.” 

And the comprehensive service the liturgy religious 
education presented rather striking passage: 


However, the decisive factor not the attitude which looks 
upon the liturgy the completion religious instruction, which 
helps make reality for and tends make living ex- 
perience. not much means goal. Religious knowledge 
does not make one truly religious; also the demons were devout. 
religious life, the workshop God spirit and truth through 
Christ, the “knowing God and Him whom sent,” the offering 
man union with Christ and the great society the 
Church, the living through Christ, the making holy life, labor. 
and calling, these make one truly religious. And this becomes the 
most important, the pressing responsibility the child soon 
arrives the dawn intellectual use; and the day 
intellectual activity advances, the greater becomes the duty 
the child and the youth take part the liturgy complete 
manner. other words, can train child participate 
the liturgy with heart and soul, and from absorb into its life 
the formative powers which the liturgy supplies conformity 
with its time and space laws, then has eternal life, then the 
child’s case religious training has been crowned. When child has 
acquired knowledge eternal truths, knows merely about 
eternal life. Strange that should give small space these 
facts liturgical training our teaching methods and the 
practice our religious instruction pedagogy. 


Church’s building program may have reached its peak, 
and her school population may have become more stable 
numbers principally through the restrictions immi- 
gration and the cessation the overwhelming influxes 
large industrial centers. Recognizing these factors ven- 
ture suggest our plan. 


Teacher Training. has been insisted, not only this 


study but all the literature the problem child, that 
the foundation our treatment must understanding 
the child. this achievement the school can con- 
tribute enormously. first importance the effort 
provide such understanding the classroom teacher should 
properly equipped with the facts child psychology, 
and specifically the psychology the problem excep- 
tional child. Each year marking greater progress the 
professional training our teachers, but date most 
the courses the psychological science have covered gen- 
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eral psychology with particular emphasis the learning 
process. There valid reason why diocesan and re- 
ligious training schools for our should not require 
that the students, who will shortly intrusted with the 
Christian education our children, equipped under- 
stand the emotional and moral well intellectual de- 
velopment their precious charges. For teacher who has 
learned how interpret the behavior the child will 
able detect the early signs maladjustment the class- 
room and prevent timely treatment the development 
many serious behavior problems. Let not harbor the 
fallacy that dedication one’s life the education 
youth guarantee success the classroom, the 
equally serious misconception that interest children 
synonymous with knowledge them. Only direct this 
recognized interest into sympathetic and understanding 
interest through training, and then religious dedication will 
carry the guarantee successful teaching life. 

Trained Knowledge the factors that 
are giving rise problems behavior will undoubtedly 
require, addition the teachers’ study cases, the use 
other investigators and examiners. will necessary 
times learn more the home and other environment 
the child, gain more accurate knowledge child’s 
physical health, intellectual capacity and mental conflicts 
hidden from the classroom teacher. Discovery these 
facts requires visits the home, medical examinations, in- 
dividual intelligence tests, conferences with the child, and 
some cases psychiatric examinations (59). our con- 
viction that the average diocesan school system would find 
possible finance the present time one more lay 
workers trained the social work home visitation, 
conferences, and the technique intelligence testing, 
make the beginnings valuable work aid the 
exceptional child. The recent introduction, many cities, 
the visiting teacher member the school staff, 
suggests plan that seems best adapted our own needs. 
might begin with one such trained worker who would 
systematically visit all schools the diocese, and, where 
problems are found, make the investigations necessary 
supplement the knowledge already possessed the school. 
our plan she would person likewise trained ad- 
minister the individual intelligence tests. More desirable 
would two such workers, one whom would sub- 
ject call from any school the diocese. this initial 
work, however, definite limitation certain types 
problems vital necessity, order prevent over- 
taxing the workers’ resources and consequent superfi- 
cial treatment all the problem cases and thorough in- 
vestigation none them. 

Group Intelligence Tests. The mental capacity make 
progress the school subjects factor extreme im- 
portance the understanding of. individual child. 
Knowing child’s ability may the key many cases 
behavior the classroom. The school has every reason 
secure this knowledge early possible the educa- 
tional career the child. Group intelligence tests high 
reliability are adapted the boy and girl the primary 
grades (51). Our schools should use these for every child 
the end the first not later than the second year, 
and repeat them every year two the fourth grade. 
goes without saying that the knowledge thus obtained 
must utilized the teacher determining the kind 


and amount education best fitted the individual 
child’s needs. 

In-School Provisions. Understanding the problem the 
child furnishes the diagnosis upon which remedial treat- 
ment should prescribed. Under the heading Be- 
havior Problems Must Met” have already indicated 
the most essential remedies. These are modification 
curricula suit the capacities dull and bright pupils; 


individual help and direction with these cases; cor- 


rection and encouragement sympathetically offered less 
serious manifestations abnormal tendencies miscon- 
duct; patient regime disciplinary training carried 
through individual guidance the more serious behavior- 
problem child; correctional and special types 
education for the mentally inferior and physically handi- 
capped children. The school and the teacher alert mod- 
ern educational techniques can supply many these 
remedies from their present resources, limited 
may personnel and physical material equip- 
ments. make this assertion the full realization that 
more such material helps are, however, highly desirable 
making the task special education less trying the 
teacher already occupied with the education the average 
children within her class. The Catholic religious lay 
teachers with their supernatural motive and the inspira- 
tion and enthusiasm which this brings every detail 
their work the school can depended upon give 
whole-hearted effort this special task furthering 
sound character development, when once they have been 
shown the way. For their interest the “whole 
unquestioned (44:547). 

Bright-Normal-Dull Groupings even within single 
classroom hold possibilities for more effective teaching 
which many our teachers probably have not yet at- 
tempted discover. The time, the patience, the encourage- 
ment, and the personal guidance given often sacrifice, 
the work unraveling the behavior problems child 
are richly repaid the usually generous response such 
child quick discover and appreciate true friend. 
these suggestions for grouping children according their 
abilities, and for greater efforts individual attention and 
individual guidance, have not been unmindful pres- 
ent crowded classrooms, nor the difficulties that the 
teacher must meet any efforts divert her energies 
greater interest her problem children. believe, how- 
ever, that even with our present limitations the great ma- 
jority behavior children will respond intelligent guid- 
ance from the teacher who understands the factors operat- 
ing the individual problems, and who approaches the 
problem patiently and sympathetically. 

The teacher can greatly aided this work the 
visiting teacher. For the latter much more than just 
investigator. She can bring the school information, 
recommendations, and guidance assistance and general 
willingness co-operation which will great value 
the classroom teacher. fact, much the out-of-school 
guidance may have intrusted the visiting teacher. 

Correctional Schools for serious cases behavior have 
long been part the Church’s educational program. 
The tendency today toward better adaptation the 
methods these institutions the needs the unfortu- 
nate children placed within them. longer labor un- 
der the illusion that sex-delinquent girls are the only 
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proper cases for training the Sisters the Good Shep- 
herd. Serious behavior difficulties all kinds are being 
referred these Sisters ever-increasing numbers. 
Schools similar type for boys are fewer number, and 
less available generally for diocesan use throughout the 
country. The suggestion that would offer that the 
teaching brotherhoods induced enlarge their activities 
establishing schools for the serious problem boy 
diocesan least provincial basis. Our bishops, school 
superintendents, and charities directors would, course, 
co-operate with the brotherhoods supporting such 
schools which would complement the schools for girls 
already the field. There exists, likewise, the possibility 
establishing such schools under the direction and super- 
vision group diocesan clergy specially trained and 
keenly interested reclaiming this type problem boy, 
and assigned such work for reasonable tenure years. 

Special-Type Education and Schools are, our anal- 
ysis, the only remedy which are not present equipped 
offer. Educating the blind, sight-saving classes, classes 
for speech defectives, and fresh-air schools require specially 
trained teachers physical equipments which most dio- 
ceses cannot now meet. This situation leaves the bishop 
the decision the advisability granting permission 
Catholic children avail themselves state and munic- 
ipal schools these types until such time shall 
able offer these advantages our own schools. 

The Special Manual Training suited the capacities 
the mentally inferior child the elementary level 
not, however, beyond the resources many dioceses. 
Parish schools with extra classrooms, now lying idle be- 
cause the shift population from the old residential 
sections, could provide many cities the nucleus special 
classes even special schools which the handicapped 
children could assigned. With, furthermore, the likely 
stabilization school populations during the years ahead, 
should possible distribute special classes many 
parish schools throughout city. Centralization such 
classes one two buildings possesses the advantage, 
however, eliminating the duplication the special phys- 
ical equipment desirable for this type training. 

Perhaps have overestimated the energy resource- 
fulness the Catholic-school teacher. Perhaps have 
miscalculated the ambition the diocesan superintendent 
bring his schools the improvements that modern edu- 
cational needs demand. Perhaps have been too optimis- 
tic the developments the coming decade. not 
think so. have visioned ideal, true, but one 
which believe will encourage our efforts make 
reality. 


What Help Does the School Need? 


have placed the Catholic school the first respon- 
sibility make provision for the proper education the 
exceptional child; but have also contended that the 
school may call upon the assistance other institutions 
the Church, and upon the resources the state when 
necessity expediency demands. may that some 
dioceses the work investigating the problem cases aris- 
ing the school can aided the existing staff the 
Catholic charities office. This office may have psychol- 
ogist, perhaps even psychiatrist, and surely trained social 
workers whose services can put the disposal the 
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school. The social worker particular would invaluable 
the school investigator and counselor where the 
school not position engage visiting teacher. 
cities and communities outside the diocesan city may 
sometimes more effective and practical take advan- 
tage state, county, community psychological and psy- 
chiatric service. Public health departments frequently ex- 
tend their health examination and clinical services all 
children the community. 

enlisting and co-ordinating these services 
schools the diocesan superintendent must take the lead. 
His first work this enterprise should confer with 
the head the diocesan charities order determine 
what resources the school can supply, what assistance the 
charities can contribute secure through its broader con- 
tacts with outside agencies, and what additional services 
must provided. This conference should also result 
definite understanding what resources each office would 
supply, what types cases should handled entirely 
the charities office, and what assistance that office would 
render any other cases. The superintendent should, fur- 
thermore, interest the pastors and principals outlying 
schools avail themselves any services the problem 
child operating their individual communities. These 
local pastors would the logical representatives the 
schools negotiating for any state county service 
afforded their local districts. diocesan program such 
this one that has been suggested would co-ordinate un- 
der the supervision least, not under the actual ad- 
ministration, the superintendent’s office, whatever serv- 
ices were secured for the schools the diocese. 


The Plan Outlined 


outline our plan for the treatment the problem 
child the Catholic school would, therefore, contain the 
following recommendations 

Teacher training: (a) Courses child psychology 
with special emphasis the psychology the problem 
exceptional child. (6) Emphasis teachers the neces- 
sity understanding the causes individual child’s 
behavior analyzing the case. 

Trained investigators aid the classroom teacher 
securing information about the child that necessary 
the analysis the case. (a) Visiting teacher trained 
social worker visit all schools sys- 
tematically, and study cases reported. Psychologist 
other properly trained worker administer individ- 
ual intelligence tests problem cases. (c) Psychiatrist 
study and make recommendations certain difficult cases 
that fail respond the analysis and guidance the 
classroom teacher and visiting teacher. 

Co-operation school (a) avoid- 
ing overloading the curriculum; simplification 
the clerical tasks the teacher. This will necessary 
order that the classroom teacher may have more time 
for individual help and guidance problem cases. 

Group intelligence tests all pupils the first 
second grade, with retesting yearly bi-yearly until the 
fourth fifth grade. 

Bright-normal-dull grouping pupils every class- 
room the basis upon which the teacher would determine 
the scholastic requirements each pupil, and would 
which pupils need her individual help and guidance. 
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Individual help and encouragement from the class- 
room teacher behavior cases. 

Patient, sympathetic guidanee the teacher over 
long periods more difficult behavior cases, and founded 
thorough knowledge the child. 

Correctional schools for boys certain serious be- 
havior cases, directed teaching brothers trained 
diocesan clergy. These would complement the work the 
Sisters the Good Shepherd among girls. 

Special classes, where unused rooms are available, for 
the extreme mentally retarded pupil. The classes would 
centers which such pupils from neighboring parishes 
would assigned. 

our firm conviction that program such have 
proposed this chapter would effective well 
reducing large number the behavior problems that 
confront the Catholic school today, meeting and 
treating many the behavior problems which will 
found always any elementary-school system. believe, 
likewise, that the recommendations have advanced 
are, all part, within the possibility attainment 
most dioceses the United States surely more than 
are present admittedly achieving them. say this, 
furthermore, the realization the financial limitations 
under which our schools are but say it, rather, 
the realization that our schools are sponsored, directed, 
and taught men and women who vision the child 
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the image God, and who consequence have dedicated 
their lives the eternal salvation the child under the 
noblest inspiration which the human heart can respond 
Religion. 

The men and women may lack the material resources 
which would undoubtedly facilitate their labors with the 
difficult child. What they are deprived material 
way must compensated the immaterial riches in- 
tellect and spirit. Let our educators and teachers strive 
constantly improve their intellectual possessions in- 
creasing their knowledge the behavior child and the 
problems which brings the school. Let them cultivate 
devotedly the attitude patient, sympathetic not senti- 
mental and guidance all their con- 
tacts with problems behavior. Let them, thus armed 
with knowledge and sympathy, put into all their efforts 
the supernatural enthusiasm the religious consecration 
Christian education and the salvation souls 
souls delicately responsive Christian education, and 
souls that will respond only persevering encourage- 
ment and direction. The Catholic school may want 
material tools education. will never without 
the supernatural instruments consecrated teaching 
body, the Divine Truths revealed religion, and the sav- 
ing graces God’s sacraments instruments immeas- 
urable importance particularly the education the be- 
havior-problem child.

The religious teacher should woman character. 
“Character” originally signified symbol carved deep 
material that resisted change. should the teacher rep- 
resent personality unaffected the play worldly pas- 
sions and passing whims. subject engaging more at- 
tention the educational world outside the Catholic 
Church today than the question character education. 
True is, feel our system morals rests other 
than purely natural bases, and much that others seek 
gain through character education, obtain through our 
training religion. few weeks ago attended meeting 
deans and teachers women’s colleges.

Often some little thing, act not quite 
honorable, some unfair advantage taken, some emphasis 
put altogether unimportant point, because our pride 
vanity touched, the constant injecting the personal 
point view where broader considerations should out- 
weigh the selfish ones, these are some the things that 
must make our students wonder times just what reli- 
gion means our lives.

“It the business every teacher to, give his pupils 
taste success.” well the business teaching, 
there must earnestness and industry; the spirit 
trifling away time radical defect the character 
teacher. Students, matter how small, have little respect 
for the teacher who does not know her subject, 
later resent the injustice done them. This means that the 
obligation prepare for class very vital one. Commun- 
ities have striven, and are still striving, prepare our 
teachers for their work, but there must courageous 
and earnest response, there can commensurate re- 
sult. Nor should this remote preparation forefend that which 
immediate. Knowledge today looms high the struggle 
for success any kind, and that our students the terrific 
race for respectable sustenance should handicapped 
poor teachers nothing less than tragedy. 


The Teacher’s Courtesy 


The religious teacher should woman courtesy. 
The aggressive spirit evident among our students today 
large part the unfortunate result the “era self- 
expression” through which have happily passed. Mate- 
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rial losses have challenged the efficacy the system that 
defied selfishness, and its humiliation the world turn- 
ing the gentle Saviour, with His doctrine self-expres- 
sion. This self-forgetting the very essence courtesy, 
and we, who wear the garb that signifies our acceptance 
our Saviour’s doctrine abnegation, ought exemplify 
our lives this virtue its fullness. For many years 
polite demeanor was letter patent from Catholic school. 
was quite agreed that while other schools might excel 
various branches learning, the Catholic school spe- 
cialized manners. Those days are far away. have in- 
creased our skill intellectual training the cost 
fine breeding, would seem. Our students the whole 
show just little regard for age, are quite inconsiderate 
the weaker one, and just boisterous public gather- 
ings are others. What change might not created 
concerted effort the part all the teachers 
school display the charm fine manners. Arguments 
cannot create confidence, but actions do. perhaps 
more true courtesy than purely intellectual matters, 
that the unconscious influence the teacher far surpasses 
the conscious. Courtesy but fine flowering charity, 
and where there charity, there work with God and 
for God. 


Woman Culture 


The religious teacher should woman culture. 
Religion does not itself give culture, neither does knowl- 
edge. One the great criticisms passed our educational 
system today that credit-gathering, degree- 
granting machine, and not source true culture. Intel- 
lect and culture are inseparable, true, but they are 
not identical. The intellectual person has knowledge; the 
cultured person loves knowledge. Culture implies cer- 
tain restraint, control, well love the fine things 
life music, fine literature, fine painting, fine con- 
duct; cultured life life which there what the 
Greeks signified proportion. All these can scarce give 
our students possess them not all ourselves. Cul- 
ture something whose acquisition rests solely with the 
individual. one can give it; she who would have must 
seek. Culture largely the ability admire wisely, 
rich restrained enthusiasms. cultured person known 
his interests. Surely anyone has obligation seek 
culture the religious teacher. Yet, we? were 
truly cultured, would not the general Catholic public, 
largely the product our schools, exhibit better taste than 
does? Gaudy and scarcely decent shows have been fre- 
quented Catholics well those other training 
the common, trashy magazine seen often the hands 
students Catholic schools; their radios blaze forth 
strident jazz. The number Catholics that subscribe 
the higher-class magazines, who support the better thea- 
ters, the opera, the public lectures that are really worth 
while, not surpassingly great. Often Catholic women, the 
graduates our schools, are among the offenders bizarre 
dressing. wonder educational record visitors 
our art museums were kept for any considerable time, 
would show striking percentage patrons grad- 
uated Catholic schools? have reason think so, 
yet with our heritage architecture, painting, sculp- 
ture, and music behind us, ought able in- 
terest our students the finer things life. That 
indication, dare say it, that there lack 
ourselves. 


Let cultivate these finer enthusiasms; let learn 
really love beautiful things, and how soon the paltry, 
the common, the unrefined will have attraction for us. 
That all very well, you may say, but what those who 
labor all day with crude, unrefined bits humanity, and 
yet cruder physical environment? How can love 
beauty cultivated the midst smoke and dust, with 
children who hear home nothing but the slang the 
near underworld, perhaps, and look upon affectation 
what other circles are common civilities? All the more 
reason why you, religious teacher, should cultivate the 
very traits that would raise them above their environment. 
teacher should always raise the pupils her level, never 
descend theirs. Nor can contact with rude, unrefined 
characters ever excuse for the use uncultured 
speech, slang. What the judges and lawyers who 
come daily contact with criminals whose language 
certainly not English undefiled, and yet preserve their 
purity speech uncontaminated? What 
school teachers and social workers who meet the children 
the slums, among whom there saving grace 
religion? Have you not met many such whose speech 
savors not all slang? Position, environment, are not 
determining factors the acquiring culture, though 
they may its transmission. The sooner realize the 
mighty force cultivated speech, intimate acquaint- 
ance with the best music, art, literature, the more 
surely will able restore our students the 
precious birthright sound Catholic culture. 

Then let us, religious teachers, women commu- 
nity consciousness, character, courtesy, culture. 
According St. Thomas, the true teacher architect 
character who must present harmonious unison the 
scientist, the philosopher, the artist, and the saint. 
material his art the soul the child; the Work

Dr. Bopp’s book the Teaching the Liturgy,

Theological Accuracy and 


Usefulness 


Archbishop Messmer’s edition Spirago’s Method 
Christian Doctrine, there striking passage about 
textbooks religion which perhaps will furnish in- 
teresting starting point for meditation. read: 

“No one can work well with bad tools. The best penman 
cannot write well with bad pen, neither can good 
teacher instruct well with bad textbook. Some may argue 
that skillful catechist can make good use even in- 
ferior book. But where are such distinguished catechists, 
such wonder workers found. Unfortunately, when 
new religious textbook appears, criticism almost always 
directed theological accuracy alone, and very little atten- 
tion paid pedagogical usefulness” (p. 100). 

The “theological accuracy” presumably guaranteed for 
all the textbooks that have recently appeared the “im- 
primatur” bishop. least there nothing objection- 
able faith morals. But pedagogical usefulness, how 
can that guaranteed except the actual 
can doing something advance that. can consult 
the actual teachers find out whether the material 
teachable and will help achieve the Catholic educational 
aim. have ourselves gone through the throes saying 
could not use four manuscripts that were prepared dur- 
ing the past two years for the sixth book the Highway 
Heaven Series. With the benefit the co-operation 
teachers the sixth grade and community supervisors 
well teachers catechetics diocesan teacher colleges 
and seminaries will come forth shortly. long 
process, the preparation textbooks, and suspect that 


books are brought forth before they are really ready. 


How else can explain the things that slip into them: 
excessive symbolism illustrations, content more suit- 
able seminary than elementary school (as planned 
Teacher’s manual, spiritually mature understanding 
such doctrines the “priesthood the laity” and the 
Body Christ,” and absurd true-and-false tests 
religion even for six-year-olds 

Fortunately, there literature developing since the 
appearance Archbishop Messmer’s edition 
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Method Christian Doctrine 1901, bearing such names 
Gatterer Krus, Sharp, MacMahon, Drinkwater Yorke, 
Johnson, Bandas, that should clarify our notions “ped- 
agogical usefulness” the field teaching religion. That 
clarification evidently very much needed. 


The Development Catholic Universities 
Catholic Education Policy—VIII 

have set our statement educational policy 
its cornerstone the ideal eminent service. The Church 
when undertakes educational service should pre- 
pared really satisfactory way not merely 
hand-to-mouth basis either financially educa- 
tionally. the statement policy goes, the work should 
established and maintained only “when the personnel, 
equipment, and educational plan indicate strong proba- 
bility outstanding educational service for the students 
the institution within its scope and its level.” 

This notably true the university field. there 
one thing that should stop doing the Catholic educa- 
tional field, the multiplication mediocre graduate 
schools. was heartening find that one the univer- 
sities upon being advised the inadequacy the work 
its doctors’ degrees discontinued giving them and one 
field particular sent five its men various graduate 
schools the country high rank adequate 
training and diversity training and its teach- 
ers. This exactly the way that Catholic educational effort 
should proceed. 

Too often institutions get the disease “institutional 
completeness,” and without reference either their facil- 
ities and personnel their finances, want establish 
every department and every school complete univer- 
sity. This way mediocrity lies. 

strange thing the way waste our training 
Catholic higher educational institutions. religious order 
sends man the best graduate schools the training 
particular subject. makes excellent reputation 
the institution. writes good thesis. comes out 
prepared research work and train under the Cath- 
olic influence the teachers this field. does for 
couple years. Then what happens? made 
administrative officer. has never produced any work 
beyond what has done the college where got his 
degree. His doctor’s dissertation his sole piece work. 
There are several fields which not possible Cath- 
olic universities get graduate work high level. 
When have men, why not use them? 

This goes back proposition which this Journal has 
emphasized from the beginning —the necessity for the 
regional development graduate work. What need 
this country not twenty forty graduate schools with- 
out distinction, but four five real graduate schools 
distinctive their faculty and their intellectual output 
and their service the Church. need break down 
the propaganda for single graduate school the country 
well for multiplicity graduate schools. This, 
however, does not mean that should not start out 
make one graduate school immediately and then progres- 
sively provide regional graduate schools distinction, but 
should have plan and should stick it, and 
should take into account the whole country and all the 
elements the problem. 


might add this connection our statement 
Catholic Educational Policy the following: 

the university level, anywhere, the ideal 
eminence should binding. Graduate instruction cannot 
exist any other condition. Eminence its essence. 
The multiplication Catholic graduate schools can only 
mean confirmed mediocrity.

IV. AGNES REPPLIER 


ASSERT that given writer, artist, musician, other 
genius the greatest best his kind, often but the 
expression one’s personal choice. Consequently, who 
renders such verdict must expect certain amount contradic- 
tion. This especially true regarding living artists, since the 
lapse time often necessary furnish the proper perspective 
any field art; though even Shakespeare, Raphael, and 
Beethoven not hold absolute sway their respective fields. 
When the blue ribbon awarded individual competent 
judge and jury, safe assume that the choice 
applauded. Probably few writers the present day have received 
more numerous more beautiful collections “roses the 
living,” than the subject this brief sketch. 


AGNES REPPLIER 


Before discussing Miss Repplier the writer, let enjoy little 
glimpse Miss Repplier the woman. Her appearance has been 
thus described: “She tall, erect, alert, and strong, with keen 
and friendly eyes, fine head crowned with vigorous gray hair. 
Her face interested and mobile, her voice vivid and incisive.” 

She was born the City Brotherly Love 1858, and still 
lives there the red-brick house with white marble steps and 
brass door knobs, from time immemorial characteristic Phila- 
delphia homes. She was educated French nuns the Convent 
the Sacred Heart Torresdale, Pennsylvania, though evidently 
she did not begin school the usual age, since are told that 
she did not read till she was ten years old, when she “skipped 
from picture books translation Faust.” Previous 
this, however, she memorized from hearing her mother read 
poetry” which she recited “amid rapturous applause.” 

Almost soon she learned read she began write. Al- 
though she wrote some short stories which were published 
The Catholic World, she informs that the editor once told her 
she would never make story writer, and advised her 
home and write essay Ruskin. And, she continues, 
essayist she has been ever since. this editor, then, great 
debt owed the the Brahmins among readers,” 


whom the essay delicacy, according Professor Felix 
Schelling, professor English literature Pennsylvania Univer- 
sity, “because they, above all others, have the taste the con- 
noisseur for delicate flavor, for fragrance, for aroma; that spirit 
which gives our best essays quality above the posturings 
dramatists and novelists, and the flutterings poets, they 
free caged verse.” Since this professor has called her “the 
alertist, the sanest, and the choicest our American essayists.” 
(an opinion pretty nearly unanimous among competent critics) 
will seen that, his opinion, “our best essays” are written 
Miss Repplier. The fact that the universities Pennsylvania, 
Yale, Columbia, and very recently Princeton, have 
bestowed upon her the degree Doctor Literature and that 
she has been the recipient the Laetare Medal from the Uni- 
versity Notre Dame, constitutes strong endorsement this 
opinion. presenting Miss Repplier for honorary degree 
Princeton, the Dean the Graduate School said: 

“American literature has been enriched her Gaelic gayety, 
her kindly humor, her keen thrusts satire, trenchant, but with- 
out venom, her good taste and innate sense for the amenities 
life and letters, her rich store reading, her anchorage ancient 
loyalties faith.” 

interesting note that the only other woman who has 
received this degree from Princeton Willa Cather, who, though 
not Catholic, has written her best books Catholic themes. 

Miss Repplier was also one the first four women honored 
the National Institute Arts and Letters. She valued 
member the Acorn, the College, and the Cosmopolitan Clubs. 
For many years she added lecturing her writing, but she never 
liked and has given entirely. She extremely modest 
about her own work, but talks freely the books others. 
Naturally, because her French parentage, she loves France and 
Canada. For some years she has been taking vacations Quebec. 
account her health. These visits have furnished inspiration 
for two her latest books Pére Marquette and Marie 
the Ursulines, both which are highly praised. Together with 
William White, they constitute trio biographies. partial 
list her books essays includes: Counter Currents, Americans 
and Others, Happy Half-Century, Our Convent Days, The 
Fireside Sphynx, Books and Men, Points View, Essays Idle- 
ness, the Dozy Hour, Essays Miniature, Book Famous 
Verse, Varia, The Promise the Bell, Points Friction, Times 
and Tendencies.

generally serious nature, though her treatment them delight- 
fully combines keenly intelligent appreciation them all 
their aspects, with flashes wit and humor, and the most delicate 
irony, which, however, never used unkindly. “With all her 
railery and mastery ridicule, Miss Repplier always the 
side the angels.”

Speaking Andrew Lang, one her favorite essayists, she says 
that she loved him for his sad heart*and gay temper. “He hated 
cheerfulness, and yet was always gay.”

curriculum, whether rank them most important 

leave them the secondary place which they have 
dropped, has long been mooted question. One person least, 
and medievalist, had definite notions where they belong 
—and was not speaking curricula. was Dante who put 
them hell and the same time appraised their viciousness and 
the type their sin designating each one his particular 
according his particular failing. There the Inferna 
they rant and rave, and heap upon themselves vain 
“beat the black air,” and atone for sins which earth they 
had been proud. There something touching and pitiful the 
thought that the immortal bard should use his Christian hell for 
pagan heroes. That they are deserving suffering for their sins 
indisputable, but putting them prison that the conception 
purely Christian tradition seems somewhat incongruous. And 
the Inferna well peopled, make mistake about that. 

Most these classic heroes who have become infernal in- 
habitants were, course, taken from among the ancient Greek 
and Latin characters: 

Electra there saw accompanied 

many among whom Hector knew 

Anchises’ pious son, and with hawk’s eye 

Caesar all armed, and Cammila there 

Penthesilea. the other 

Old King Latinus, seated his child 

Lavinia, and that Brutus beheld, 

Who Tarquin chas’d, Lucretia; Cato’s wife 

Marcia with Julia and Cornelia there 
the poet continues through the notorious heroes and 
heroines ancient lore, including think it! Cicero and 
many the famous orators and philosophers. But just now 
are chiefly concerned with the principle characters song and 
story, many whom recognize immediately the bogeys 
our youthful days. 

Looking back the days our first acquaintance with these 
so-called “heroic” personages, most give ourselves credit for 
agreeing with Dante. believe that the poet picked the precise 
spot which often wished relegate them. Our own feelings, 
however, were different from those today’s classical student, 
who quite aside from his natural distaste for the two “dead” lan- 
guages, receives very unfavorable impression these men and 
women upon whom compelled spend much time and 
energy. Teachers insist attempting point out the hazy good 
qualities Odysseus the homely philosophy Horace, 
while the student continues doubting uncertainty. Many 
junior have heard comparing his own particular hero, whether 
his idol was Prince Hal Dave Copperfield even real-life 
hero like “Mad Cap” Anthony Wayne and “Slim” Lindbergh, 
Hector and Achilles, Aeneas and Hannibal. From purely boyish 
but very sane point view sees the ancients with heads and 
hearts well feet clay. 


put the ancient classic heroes the school 


very significant that Alighieri condemns the same hell 
which their “brain children” are suffering, the creators these 
heroes; though true that does allocate them lesser 
plane torture. Students the classics doubt would gladly 
assent this punishment for the authors who are the bane 
their young lives, but dare say their doing arises from motives 
that are personal rather than altruistic. Studying the Greek and 
Latin classics downright hard work, and expected con- 
sequence seldom awakens more than passive response the 
great majority secondary-school students. Blame what you will: 
the effort required, unfamiliarity with the language, inability 
the part the teacher, the sober fact remains that Homer and 
Vergil and the rest are today most often considered 
courses one has take” and such may tomorrow become 
courses they used teach.” The pupils our Catholic schools 
particular cannot see lauding the skies pagans whom, 
their inner consciousness, they know rightly belong the Inferno. 


All Are Disappointing 


But leave the authors and return their heroes. Inspected 
the clear light Catholic educational policy, there little 
admirable any the ancient characters. They were, for the 
most part, braggarts, libertines, false friends, and treacherous 
enemies. The gods themselves (and this the first real shock 
youngster gets the epic and early drama), Jupiter and Neptune 
and their lesser colleagues, were grossly sensual, and their female 
counterparts, the goddesses, were less so. all the creations 
the epic bards the most disappointing are these gods, 
powerful” Zeus, “Shaker-of-the-earth” Poseidon, 
Hera, and the innumerable, well-adjectived others. They surely 
the least bit more worthy our praise and admira- 
tion than mere mortals, but precisely because their exalted 
dignity, their mischievous behavior sends them crashing lower 
our esteem than their subjects. They are meant 
awe-inspiring because their great power, but us, with 
our knowledge pure, holy, and eternal Deity, they are nothing 
more than ludicrous brutes. 

Leaving high Olympus search out the heroic among the earth 
dwellers. Take for example, Trojan Hector whose marital devoted- 
ness described Homer what probably one literature’s 
most entrancing passages. was brutal and coarse and coward, 
explaining his running away the “inexplicable decree the 
gods.” Achilles, his slayer, the paragon Greek courage and high- 
mindedness was distressingly puerile his relations with Aga- 
memnon. The Anax Andron himself was not more virtuous than 
his subject warriors. was forever squabbling with his associates 
and conducted himself most immorally. Among his many propitia- 
tory sacrifices willingly offered his own daughter the sacrificial 
knife that the wind might favorably blow his craft Ilium. 


Historical Characters Unattractive 


the Anabases where one justly expects that only the noblest 
characteristics his countrymen would mentioned Xen- 
ephon, much can discovered that direct opposition all 
Christian standards conduct. Suetonius’ Lives the Caesars 
which happily now less frequently studied than former years, 
the behavior the deified Julius’s descendants positively revolt- 
ing. Practically every high school offers Caesar’s Commentaries 
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the Gallic and Civil Wars. They were written the mighty Im- 
perator carefully polite manner put him the best possible 
light before Rome’s rabble. But even here the teacher must explain 
away scenes the bloodiest brutality with shrug the shoulder 
and the remark: “You know, dear boys, that Caesar did not 
have the elevating principles Christianity.” All these works 
are historical, and more less accurate accounts life early 
ages, and themselves, warrant the close attention and study that 
lavished upon them. Topping them all, course, the account 
the infamous Alexander the Great, studied usually the Life 
Curtius. The worst Livy could say Hannibal’s immoral 
conduct was the least sin the short life world 
conqueror. 

any wonder then that the student should look with 
wonder and reproach his face and cui bono question his 
eyes? Particularly now when newly aroused consciousness the 
sublimity Catholic literature teaching him search out moral 
goodness the characters studies. Should surprising, then, 
that young, unspoiled minds see nothing all ennobling in, for 
example, the enmity between Agamemnon and Achilles, and con- 
sider merely the result thwarted lust? Christianity’s norm 
judgment condemns Aeneas and Dido terms the lowest lasciv- 
iousness; the ancients laud them noble and “pious.” see the 
inhuman cruelty and filial faithlessness Jason and Medea; the 
ancients saw them the embodiment heroic achievement and 
courageous daring. even Milton’s Satan seems gentleman 
when placed alongside Idomeneus Orestes Orpheus. 

Heroes more recent centuries were likewise relegated the 
infernal depths Dante: Tristram, Lancelot, and Henri Eng- 
land. Though does not mention them, would just soon 
add the same category Kriemhild and Brunhild and perhaps 
Siegfried too, the main characters the Rustem, 
the legendary Persian hero Firdusi’s Shah Nameh. The Norse, 
Sigrid, sung the charming tales old chroniclers, may 
deservedly added, companion the rest hell. 


More Heroic Figures 


These latter gallant figures, however, seem have real fascina- 
tion for the modern school boy. Whether this due the fact 
that they existed nearer our own times, whether they have been 
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romantically softened the English versions usually read the 
schools, debatable question. For instance, Tennyson’s classic, 
The Idylls the King, which paints the prominent figures 
old English legend new and subdued light, has absorbing 
interest. Tennyson’s work only one example the type 
heroic delineation that most attractive the lads high-school 
age and offers arresting proof juvenile discernment. Blood 
and thunder with generous interspersion romance makes 
popular appeal young hearts, whereas the lust, brutality, and 
ignoble cowardice the ancients jars their sensitive instincts. 


Need for Catholic Literature 

This strange contradiction moral standards clearly outlined 
before the minds both teacher and student, and serves show 
perhaps more than anything else, the great deficiency the liter- 
ature the early Church. The Catholic classroom our day 
suffers from that dearth. The Apostles and early Fathers were too 
engrossed establishing and defending Christianity give 
cient attention the aestheticism Greek and Latin writing. 
Chrysostom’s oratory the highest order Eusebius, Tertullian, 
and Augustine were masters language but they could give litile 
time poetry and history. That was left the facile pens 
pagan writers, and what study today the majority Amer- 
ican secondary schools this same history and poetry. Not until 
the thirteenth century was there awakening when such powers 
Dante and Chaucer began lift their heads the inspiration 
Catholic literature. 

What authors and what works will used centuries from now 
by. future students the Americanese may hard 
guess, but certain that seldom before the history the 
world has there been like opportunity molding thought through 
literature. What books and about whom America reads today 
much the responsibility Catholic litterateurs, and what herves 
some possible future generations will praise condemn like- 
wise the responsibility Catholic writers. Controversialists and 
apologists are there galore among the Catholic intelligentsia, un- 
doubtedly many more than the early ages could count, but poets, 
historians, and novelists are only now coming the fore, and 
upon them depends where the classic heroes studied 
thousand years from now will belong.

Programs Study Catholic High School

The post-war era was accompanied 
much activity educational fields but 
phase learning attracted more attention 
than that curriculum organization. Due 
tellectual needs, the heterogeneity and 
number the pupil population, and 
other factors change the subject mat- 
ter the curriculum became apparent. 

was obvious that curriculum could 
static and the same time effective 
changing social order. Consequently, the 
schools the nation have experienced 
change the content and organization 
high-school curricula. Laboratory schools, 
bureaus research, individual investiga- 
tors, and educational organizations have all 
united make this 
Schools which boasted their academic 
traditions and made serious attempt 
keep pace with the movements modern 
society started expand their work be- 
yond the sphere their 
The questions what techniques use 
and what principles employ were many 
and varied, but the leaders the work 
sought harmonize their differences and 
co-operate constructive program. 

The Catholic high school, side side 
with the public school, felt the need for 
curriculum revision. Changes communi- 
cation, transportation, industry, business, 
politics, science, and health 
exerted the same demand for change one 
school system they did the other. 

study 250 Catholic high schools! 
indicates that the uniformity curricula 
and courses study which apparently pre- 
vailed those schools presented almost 
unbelievable diversity the programs 
individual pupils. Most the schools have 
made changes their programs since 1929 
the extent that some may thought 
revolutionary. rule, when subjects 
were admitted program was not 
done the sacrifice others. This true 
all the schools studied irrespective 


whether their enrollments were large 


small. 

There appears much activity the 
field social studies the Catholic high 
school. Apparently much uncertainty exists 
many schools what social studies 
should included the program. The 
study indicates that ancient history, United 
States history, medieval and modern his- 
tory, civics, economics, sociology, world 
history, and English history have the larg- 
est enrollment the order given. World 
history assuming more prominent place 
than ever before the programs and 
decided increase the schools offering 
such courses social problems, constitu- 
tional civics, vocational civics, economic

the field science, physics the 
most popular subject the Catholic high 
school, measured pupil enrollment 
and the percentage the total enrollments 
the 250 schools included the study. 


biology, general science, phys- 


iography, botany, physiology, and zoology 
follow the order given. When schools 
not teach general science appears 
the rule that semester courses phys- 
iography and physiology are substituted. 
Household physics appears subject 
several schools and chemistry evidently 
increasing popularity preferred sub- 
ject. Botany and zoology not retain 
their place former prestige the pro- 
grams semester subjects but biology 
appears year course replace them. 

Many the schools studied have added 
courses mathematics during the past 
few years. Elementary algebra followed 
plane geometry shows the largest pupil 
enrollment. Advanced algebra, solid geom- 
etry, trigonometry, and 
metic follow order. General mathematics 
gaining popularity the expense 
specific subjects and vocational mathemat- 
ics appear the programs several 
schools. College algebra and trigonometry 
have increased program 
many schools due the demands for these 
courses postgraduate students. 

Latin still the predominating foreign 
language studied the 250 Catholic high 
schools. French, Spanish, German, and 
Greek follow Latin, although 
holding first place number and percent- 
age pupils enrolled, has lost popular- 
ity, the loss, however, being confined 
the last two years the high-school course. 
German has shown remarkable increase 
program subject, French appears 
retain its status quo the schools but 
Spanish has apparently lost ground but not 


nearly much Greek. Polish and 
Italian appear two-year courses sev- 
eral schools.

Catholic High Schools” stated: 
has the Catholic school system been doing? 
Scarcely anything the answer. This 
evident nearly every state the Union 
except New York and Illinois. Catholic 
schools have sat back with air ad- 
miration, but helplessly dumb.” May call 
your attention the following facts con- 
cerning music the Archdiocese Cin- 
cinnati? 

Since 1926, all church and school music 
has been charge diocesan supervisor 
music. September, 1928, course 
study music, extending from the first 
grade the elementary school the 
fourth year high school, was ready for 
use. textbook for school music and 
hymnal for church were adopted. 
Three unison Masses have been selected, 
studied all the schools for the pur- 
pose congregational singing. student 
who wishes follow music profession. 
either the church elsewhere, may 
follow definite music course our Cath- 
olic high schools. 

The putting this program into effect 
does not mean that carried out 
equally well all the schools. does 
mean however, that are working accord- 
ing definitely planned program. 

Last year had reached point de- 
velopment where music was taught spe- 
cial supervisors thirty schools. 
schools the grade teachers taught the music 
with weekly supervision. schools the 
grade teacher handled the music with semi- 
annual visits the supervisor. only 
seventeen schools was there definitely 
organized program. 

The problem training music teachers 
has not been neglected. our diocesan 
Teachers’ College all teachers preparing for 
elementary-school work must take four- 
credit course music. also have 
four-year course leading the bachelor’s 
degree, both the field school music 
and church music. Our department 
schocl music has recently been accredited 
the state department education. 

More could said concerning the many 
musical activities carried last year, for 
example, our schools. omit these, since 
have definitely planned program op- 
eration.

The geography teacher who would 
success her work must have three tan- 
gible aims constantly before her pre- 
senting her lesson units. The first 
make her unit work living factor 
developing the consciousness universal 
brotherhood. Very young children can 
made comprehend this idea world 
neighborliness and react properly, 
since human beings are fundamentally like 
other human beings, matter what part 
the globe they inhabit. 

The second aim the geography teacher 
tivate the young learners responsive 
personality, through sense universal 
fellowship and feeling. 

The third aim establish the close 
relationship the child his own environ- 
ment, and then the successive environ- 
ments that appear the geography lesson 
units from day day. 

The educational character-forming 
value the activity unit, informal 
approach the study geography, 
judiciously handled, far superior the 
value inhering the obtrusive, ever-pres- 
ent textbook method. means the ac- 
tivity unit-of-work lesson, geography 
any locality whatsoever, can introduced 
means natural situation which 
the pupils take interested and interest- 
ing part. illustration this method, 
take lesson-unit geography that 
always attractive children and centers 
Indian life. This unit evolved natural.y 
out the study direction; how find 
the north, for example, without any me- 
chanical device. enumerate the various 
ways that were employed establish di- 
rection, before the invention the com- 
pass, stressing particularly the Indian man- 
ner, and the same time concentrating 
class interest the Indian bits ap- 
propriate description.

Why should there not laboratory 
for English well for other subjects? All 
teachers English are agreed that there 
need more thorough training English, 
especially the writing correct, interesting, 
idiomatic English.

themes. impossible, with but one period 
day her disposal, for any teacher cover 
such comprehensive plan four years and 
the work well. Why should not each pupil 
least two his four years high school 
required take double period English 
least three times week? the idea un- 
usual? One period daily could given over 
entirely the reading, study, and apprecia- 
tion literature. This method would much 
more quickly inspire him with love for real 
literature, and short time would his 
own accord reach out for the better things. 
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Let him become acquainted w:th worth-while 
magazines during this period, and turn his 
tastes away from the shallow, harmful type 
often read our young people. 

The laboratory period should devoted 
primarily the tools writing and the skill- 
ful use these tools. like write 
themes school; relieves them home- 
work. The method which advocate would 
provide opportunity for individual assist- 
ance and would furnish excellent check 
the originality the pupils’ work. teachers 
always know whether not theme the 
friend? knew certain college pofessor who 
boasted that had written themes for num- 
ber pupils near-by high school just 
see what corrections the teacher would make 
and how she would grade his papers.

CONSTRUCTION AND MAINTENANCE 
SCHOOLROOM FLOORS 


Horace Frommelt, M.A., E.E. 
PART old school building looks worse gets more 


severe treatment than the floors. Old floors are usually 

dark and oily. combat the dust evil the practice 
oiling the floors has been quite general. The problem dusty 
floors, however, new buildings not apparent because, 
rule, better floors are laid the first place and better pro- 
vision made for their upkeep. 

October, 1928, letter inquiry was sent 100 superin- 
tendents schools for the purpose learning the 
practice school authorities maintaining floors. total 
replies were received, from which summary was made giving 
the following cross section the situation: 

More old buildings have hardwood floors than soft. 

greater percentage softwood floors has turned dark than 
hardwood. 

Seventy-eight per cent the pine softwood floors are 
treated with floor oil, while per cent the hardwood floors 
have been treated with oil. 

Most floors have been treated twice year. 

Seventy-three per cent the oiled floors become too dark. 

Eighty-six per cent the schools use sweeping compound. 

Nineteen per cent have resurfaced old floors and treated 
them with linseed oil, floor oil, varnish, wax, amberlyte, wood 
gum. 

Most the schools use sweeping brushes; only them 
use vacuum cleaners. 

following are some the comments volunteered those 
answering the questionnaire: 

Doing away with oiling, substituting wax. 

Maple floors are refinished every three years with wood 
preservative. 

Wax being used maple floors. 

Some new floors are covered with linoleum and then waxed. 
use oil, but scrub often. 

Janitors use too much oil. 

Floor oil not satisfactory. 

are changing from oil wax. 

removed oil over nine years ago; use sweeping compound 
and wax new maple floors. 


Prevailing Treatment Floors 

every school the use floor oil has been discontinued; the 
substitute has been linseed oil, Car-Na-Var, Om-O-Pine, varnish, 
wax. Obviously survey like that given above 
aid choosing the right kind flooring well the proper 
methods maintenance. One administrator claims that his ex- 
perience with floor oil had been very disappointing. experi- 
ment, divided room into four sections; the first treated 
with hot linseed oil, the second English oil point, the third 
oil-and-wax preparation, and the fourth French dressing. 
The room was then subjected four weeks normal traffic, 
the end which time was evident that the first three did not 
hold down the dust satisfactorily. However, the final decision 
after season’s wear was that the first three left the floor 
better condition than the last. The portion treated with the hot 
linseed oil took pleasing, amber color, wore smooth, and 
made sweeping easy. result, all the floors were sanded and 
treated with hot linseed oil. 

When applied, hot linseed oil penetrates into the pores the 
wood and dries about four days. few days more becomes 
hard varnish, except that the wood and not the varnish 
that the surface. 

When linseed-oil floors are scrubbed, care must taken not 
use too strong alkali solution. Linseed oil saponified oil; 
that is, contains radicals fatty acids and glycerine. The 
alkali decomposes the linseed oil, and glycerine liberated while 
soap formed. 

soap made without alkali reaction. the acid were 
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predominate, the soap would sour and strong, and thus, 
perfectly sure that the desired reaction will result, superfluous 
amount alkali generally added.

building, four items must reckoned with: first, the equip- 
ment necessary, which includes such articles mops, wringers. 
pails, brooms, cloths, etc.; second, the materials required which 
includes the sweeping compound, the wax, varnish, paint, soap 
etc.; third, labor; and fourth, any miscellaneous costs, such 
light, power, heat, etc. Then arrive the cost per square 
for floor treatment, necessary only divide the total expense 
the floor area. 


Comparison Flooring Material 


What the best material used the construction 
new floor, and its subsequent treatment and maintenance? Re- 
cently, the Mellon Institute Industrial Research Pittsburgh 
made tests various flooring materials determine their wear- 
ing qualities and other properties. Tests were made wood, 
vitreous tile, marble, rubber, linoleum, cork, asphaltic composi- 
tion, and various cements. For wearing tests, machine was 
devised which exerted upon the sample different floors 
pressure and rubbing action. Pressure was applied wheel 
shod with leather resemble shoe, and sand was constantly 
fed between the wheel and the floor order very nearly ap- 
proximate the grinding effect grit and dirt. After certain 
length time, the sample was weighed, compared with its weight 
before the test was made, and the loss weight due the 
abrasion computed. For indentation tests, concentrated loads 
were applied various castors, representing those used hos- 
pitals, and the indentation was measured each case with the 
same device order obtain relative comparable values for 
each material. The results these tests can obtained from 
the Institute. 

The floor material each type room ought combine 
wide range qualities meet number basic considerations 
and needs. These considerations may well taken under the 
following nine heads: 

The flooring material should comfortable for the feet. 
should neither too hard nor too soft. Also, should poor 
conductor heat not chill the feet. This consideration 
eliminates such materials concrete terrazzo. 

The flooring should afford reasonable freedom from sound 
reverberations and noise movement, noise 
should obviously reduced minimum. 

The material should possess durable wearing qualities. Chil- 
dren submit the floor very heavy wear, especially under the 
desks and the doorways. Then too, most the school furniture 
must screwed the floor, and the material must able 
resist the constant strain the screws produced the wiggling 
children. 

The flooring materiai should possess qualities 
that is, should not capable harboring vermin and dirt, 
and should the same time capable ready cleaning. 

The material should possess labor-saving qualities sweep- 
ing, scrubbing, and cleaning. 

The material should include the factor safety. Children 
are hasty, thoughtless, and daring and consequently suffer more 
falls than adults. Materials like terrazzo concrete require some 
antislipping material mixed with the other ingredients order 
them safe. 

There also the element economy upkeep and repair. 
which cannot readily repaired are not suitable for class- 
room use. Then too, floors are rather expensive requiring fre-
